FORGERY OF H..& S, BANK 
NOTES. 


Made in Osaka and Circulated |. 


in Hongkong. 

According to the Osaka’ Asahi, (says the 
Kobe Chronicle of the 2nd inat.), extensive | 
forgerios of the Hongkong and Shanghel, 
Bank have been brought to light in Osaka, 
and three mon are now under arrest. Tt 
appeara that the forgery was first discoverod. 
in Hongkong, where a Japanose named 
Hayashi Hidckichi was arrested on tho 20th 
ult,,.which led to the apprehension of two 
men in Osaka on the 20thult, It ia stated 
that between March and April Inst two men 
named Ishikawa Eitaro and Hisayo Kes- 
himatsu forged from 3,000 to 4,000 of the 
YG notes of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank in the houses of Ishikawa at’ Kono- 
hama-machi, 2-chome, Osaka, and Hisayo, 
with about 1,000 of these forged notes, 
prococded to Shanghni by the shin7io- 
mari. which left he 23rd. May. 
The manspont 4 fow days in Shanghai and 
succeoded in passing about a hundred of 
the forged notes, and then proceeded to 
Hongkong. 

At Hongkong he put vp at the ‘Hiro- 
shima Hotel,’ and was trying to dispose of 
about 1,000 of tk notes when a Japanese 
named Furukawa discovored thit they were 
forged and“ threatened ‘to ‘expose Hissyo, 
who promptly gave his accuser about 800 of 
the notes as a bribe. Hisayo was succossfal 
in passing bout 200 of the notes, and came 

to Osaka at tho boginning of last 
toonth. About. that timo, a young man 
named Hayashi,n friond of Hisayo, rsiding 
ot Tamazukuri, Osaka, was about to leave 
tor Shunghai and_puid a visit to Hisuyo to 
say. farewell. isayo then asked his 
fricnd to oblige him by taking somo, of the 
forged notes to Shangboi and Jprssing them. 
for him. He accordingly handed about 260 
of the notes to Hayashi, who took them to
